We 
discussed the rejections under 35 (JSC 101 for lack of utility and 112, first paragraph, for lack of enablement. We 
discussed the interpretation of the limitation "actual genetic information" and "providing inferred genetic information" 
recited in claim 1. We briefly discussed the rejection under 112, second paragraph, e.g., the limitation "the traversal 
pattern." Possible amendments to overcome the rejections were discussed, but no agreement was reached. The 
attorney indicated that an RCE would be filed with an amendment more clearly reflecting the intended invention. 
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
